RACE-TRACK GAMBLING GROWING 


The expose' of the crimes connected with the Tia 


Juana race track in Mexico and its associated com­ 
mercialized vice has turned the attention of the coun­ 
try, and especially California, to the growing interest 
in horse-racing. 
According to F. M. Larkin, secretary of the Cali­ 
fornia State Church federation, race tracks for gamb­ 
ling purposes have increased in the United States dur­ 
ing the past seven years from eighteen to forty-five, 
and last year more than $400,000,000 were wagered. 
During the last ninety days of legalized race track 


gambling in California a few years ago, $36,000,000 
were wagered to the general demoralization of busi­ 
ness, to say nothing of its detriment to morals. 
At the last session of the California state legisla­ 
ture, two bills to restore legal race-track gambling 
in this state were killed in committee, and last fall 
an initiative amendment was circularized to place 
the question on the ballot next November. 
Certain California men have been trying to se­ 
cure privileges from the government of Mexico for 
another race track twenty-five miles from Tia Juana 
and accessible to people from the United States. This

Typhoid germ s can live for a long tim e outside 
of the body, and in m ilk w hich is not kept v e ry 
cold they w ill increase, and in m ilk which Is a l­ 
lowed to stand at m oderate or sum m er tem pera­ 
ture. they w ill increase by m illions of billions in 
a few' hours. 
The people of a little town of 10,000 people in 
a certain western state, just a few years ago, w ere 
drinking w ater from shallow w ells, connected w ith, 
and in great measure supplied 
by a small river. 
The people had been drinking th is w ater for 
20 
years w ithout nny bad effects until a lumber cam p 
was established near the river, a few' mites above 
the wells. 
One man in this lum ber cam p developed typhoid 
fever and the alvine discharges from 
this 
patient 
were throw n out on the ground w ith o u t having been 
disinfected, and they washed into the river. 
Befo re 
this patient had recovered from the disease, people 
in the little town had begun to be stricken, and in 
less than 30 days, 330 people had contracted typhoid 
fever, of whom 30 died. 
Th e pasteurization, or boiling for a few minutes, of 
m ilk, and the boiling of water, w hen it is of doubt­ 
ful p u rity w ill remove all dangers from typhoid fever 
or from other m ilk or w ater borne diseases.

In clim ate, as u su ally ia the case, 
rests the explanation for this seem ­ 
ing oversight on the part of E u r o ­ 
pean entrepreneurs.

swam ps, in w hich tropical veg eta­ 
tion grows in profusion. It covers 
the entire northern part of the pro­ 
tectorate. The cen tral and southern 
sections com prise a great sand helt, 
la rg e ly a desert, fo r the m ountains 
of the surrounding provinces cut 
off the rain. 
“ In some respects, however, it is 
a m istake to call this dry section 
a desert, for it has little in com ­ 
mon w ith such regions as the Lib - 
ja n . or the M ohave, or the A ra b ia n 
deserts. 
Although the scant ra in ­ 
fa ll is usually 
absorbed 
by 
the 
sand, or quickly evaporated, w here 
it collects in pools or w atercourses, 
there is a 
general 
underground 
flow, not far below 
the 
surface, 
throughout the district. 
F o r 
ad m inistrative 
p u r p o s e s 
Bechuanaland protectorate 
is 
d i­ 
vided into 11 d istricts, each under 
a resident m agistrate. 
A resident 
com m issioner, or overlord, for the 
protectorate 
resides 
at M afeking, 
in the territo ry of Bechuanaland, 
south of the protectorate, «nd his 
assistant is stationed 
at F ra n c is - 
tow n, in the northeastern part of 
the protectorate. E a c h native chief, 
how ever, rules his own people. The 
protectorate is governed as a whole 
on the lines 
of 
a 
B ritish 
crow n 
colony.
